Emery, Black and Creasy Make a 


Most Favorable Impression 


in Adams. 


The great light for houest govern- 


ment iu Pennsylvania was opened in 
Adams county last Thursday evening 
with a great mass meeting in the 
Court House. The day had been as 
bad as bad weather could make it and 
the evening kept up the day's record 
but notwithstanding these conditions 
a crowd gathered that comfortably 
rilled the room and listened attentively 
and sympathetically to every word 
spoken.

Miley Miller met the party at Harris- 
burg and accompanied them to this 
place arriving on the 1.55 p. in. train 
on the Reading. Lincoln-Republican 
County Chairman Dan S. Colemau 
with a number of Democrats and Lin- 
coln-Republicans met the party at the 
depot. The rain kept party at Eagle 
Hotel the entire afternoon, where 
Lewis Emery, Jr., Democratic Lincoln- 
Republican candidate for Governor 
and Win. T. Creasy, candidate for 
Auditor General held a kind of infor- 
mal reception for a very large number 
of our citizens and firemen. The even- 
ing train brought Jere S. Black, candi- 
date- for Lieutenant Governor from 
York with Horace Keesey, Democratic 
candidate for Congress. 


The Citizens Baud of Gettysburg 


shortly before 8 o'clock escorted the 
speakers and a large number of their 
enthusiastic supporters from the Eagle 
Hotel to the Court House. After music 
by the band the following officers of 
meeting were announced, Dr. P. M. 
Bikle, President of meeting, Hon.

The first speaker introduced by Dr 


Bikle was Farmer Creasy who spoke 
on subject of "Taxation," clearly dem- 
onstrating the inequalities of taxation 
uuder the present laws. How the cor- 
porations pay from 1 to 3 mills tax 
while the individuals pay from 12 to 
15 mills. How banks are given an op- 
tion of two rates and always take the 
way that requires the least [money. 
He made it clear how the Machine had 
for years and years evaded carrying 
out the requirements of the constitu- 
tion on the subject. He said for twelve 
vears he had fought iu the House at 
Harrisburg for uniform taxation but 
every bill of the kind was killed iu 
committee by order of the Machine. 
He said the voters must see to it that 
such a legislature is sent to Harrisburg 
as will support the reform executive 
officials and pass statutes that will be 
necessary to bring about uniformity in 
taxation and end the number of other 
ills which thi* State suffers. 


Jere S. Black was next introduced 


and his speech was frequently inter- 
rupted by bursts 01 applause. In open- 
ing he referred to fact of nearness of 
Adams county people to himself and 
of his frequent visit* to court here. 
He explained that the issue facing 
every voter was one uot of polities but 
«»f morals. Tiie issue was honest gov- 
ernment. On the one side of this issue 
aie the people, on the other side the 
Machine, the Pa. Railroad and the 
Standard <>j|. 
These agencies had 


sought for years to debase the morals 
of men and !iad do»e great injury to 
communities. But the issue was a 
square one this year about whicls there 
t-.mid be no hedging. The voter who 
favored houest government, self gov- 
ernment cowld help lo brins; to an end 
the nros«est MacJiine misrule l»y sup- 
port ni£ the Fission ticket. He asked 
everv Democrat to vote for Lewis 
Emery, Jr. The speaker had always 
heen a Democrat and expected to be a 
I Democrat as long a* he lived but the 
pie^eut issue was not one of politics 
liyt of morals and the election of Lewie 
Kmery. Jr.. meant lhat the people 
would come to theirown, honest gov- 
ernment and equal justice. 
When 


Lewis Minnigh at end of room inter- 
rupted by a prediction thai the people 
would wan by iw/iw majority Mr. 
Black responded "My friend, I predict 
that tlie people wiH roll up a majority 
of -jftfMWifl for honest government". As 
l«i jne Congressional light he referred 
to jhe bold fight of President Roosevelt 
acainst corporation* and trust* and lo 
the fact thai l»of the Republican Con- 
crewmen from Pennsylvania Jvsd en- 
tered into a caucus to oppose Roosevelt 
in one of his moves and ad vise. I voters 
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to find out whether their Congressman 
was in that caucus anil thut Horace 
Keesey would more strenuously sup- 
port tlie President's cause than any 
member of that caucus. 


After music by tlie baud Dr. Bikle 


introduced Lewis Emery, Jr.. who de- 
clared that if the people elected him 
Governor aud gave him a legislature 
to .support him with remedial legisla- 
tion that he would not only lift the lid 
but would break it from its hinges, let 
light into everv department of govern- 
ment and would bring about a condi- 
tion of equal rights to all. special privi- 
leges to none. There was no mincing 
of words by the speaker. The Pa. Rail- 
road aud the Standard Oil were the 
creators of the special privileges that 
nave bound this great State for more 
than a generation. To illustrate this 
fact he asked how much oil was selling 
for in this place and was told 15 cents 
a gallon. Then lie explained that 
special privileges given to the Standard 
Oil bv the Pa. Railroad made it impos- 
sible for the independent company he 
was the head of. the greatest rival of 
the Standard, to sell oil in Pennsyl- 
vania, but getting it to sea coast 
through their own pipe Hue they were 
able to send their oil to Germany and 
have it sold there for six aud a half cents 
a gallon. He explained clearly how the 
Republican Machine of which Quay 
had been the head for a number of 
years but now Peurose did uot repre- 
sent the Republican party. That the 
Pa. Railroad and Standard Oil gave 
the orders to Peurose, the big boss. 
who gave the orders to the little boss 
iu each county aud he declared that 
legislative candidates were vouched 
for by the little boss to the big boss 
who could be depended upon to be 
subservient to the big boss and the in- 
terests from whom he got his orders 
aud money. In answer to his question 
whether there was a little boss in 
Adams, the quick reply "yes" came. 
No promises made by Republican plat- 
form would be allowed to be made 
good by the Big Boss and corporations 
and trusts back of him. Mr. Einery 
referred to Capitol building and that 
Mr. Green, the supervisor of construc- 
tion had made the statement that 83.- 
000,000 would have been enough to 
have furnished a- 84.000.000 building, 
aud Mr. Emery promised to probe the 
Capitol scandal to the depths, recover 
all money improperly spent and where 
wrong was found to see that looters 
wore criminal stripes. 
Mr. Emery 


was applauded again and again and 
impressed every one with his earnest- 
ness and that his cause was the peo- 
ple's cause. 


County Chairmen Miller aud Cole- 


man assured the candidates that the 
people knew their friends iu the u res- 
ent fight and would roll up a majority 
iu Adams better than the 1.208 given 
Berry last year. 


Friday morning the candidates left

Sweet Corn Crop for 1906. 


The 
packing of sweet corn for 


Adams Co. is all doue at the Wiiie- 
brenuer Canning Factory of this place: 
work of puttiugou labels aud shipping 
out is going forward. The output is 
from two to four car loads a week. 
The season for packing sweet corn was 
practically a short one as compared to 
last year, it being a remarkable yield. 
Of-the 590 acres planted iu sweet corn 
this year there was au approximate 
average yield of one aud a quarter tons 
to the acre. There was a yield of 730 
tons of corn for which £9 per ton was 
paid aud produced about 5HQ.OOQ cans 
of corn. This was due to the fact, 
there was a great deal of corn that did 
not fill out on the cob, and did uot 
mature full ears. The shortage all 
told in this crop over last crop is more 
than one hundred tons of corn aud 
about 130,030 cans, a11 these decreases 
in the crop left less money iu the town 
than otherwise would have been. 


The farmers had taken the usual 


care necessary for the growing of 
sweet corn but two weeks of dry 
weather at the start aud two weeks 
rain near pulling time, were very 
much against the growing crop.

GETTYSBURG THE VICTOR IN 


TIE GAME WITH SCORE 6-6. 


Our Team Out Plays and Out Punts 


Their Opponents in a Clev- 


erly Fought Game. 


The greatest athletic event iu the 


seventy-live years history of Gettys- 
burg College came oft* last Wednesday 
afternoon on Franklin Field, Philadel- 
phia, when the Gettysburg foot ball 
team won a virtual victory over the 
University of Pennsylvania team by a 
tie score of (i to f>. 
It was thought to 


be a great score when last year the 
score was 10-6, the best ever made 
with Peuu, but this year's victory out- 
classes all previous athletic events in 
tlie history of the college aud was an 
event that called forth more noise aud 
demonstration than has been seen in 
this place for years.

Sieber played iu his usual magiiin- 


ceut form aud easily out punted Penn's 
man aud in spite of the fact that he 
received a cut iu first half over tlie left 
eye which took four stiches to close, 
with head bound up he played tiie 
game with great brilliancy. Lamniert 
iu the second half had his ear injured. 


The first hall of 20 minutes ended in 


a score of 2 to o in favor of Gettysburg. 
Sieber having made the first do\vu. 
Iu the second half Penu scored a touch- 
down and kicked goal. 
Then after 


much punting Sieber by a drop kick 
from the 3D yard line sent the ball be- 
tween the posts and tied the score. 
Sieber made another attempt to drop 
kick goal from 20 yard line but the 
kick was blocked and second half 
was called with Gettysburg in posses- 
sion of the ball. 


The news was wired here as the 


game progressed aud a great crowd of 
students held their breaths as the 
startling news of victory was received 
aud when the result was announced 
the student body just let loose. The 
bell was rung aud in a great serpentine 
line they paraded the streets singing 
'•six to six.'' After supper they had a 
pajama demonstration, the greatest of 
its kind ever given here, it was headed 
l.y a >>aiid as the streets were paraded 
and the music was drowned with tlie 
cheers and noise of the boys. A nuui- 
t:erof firemen helped the noise alou^. 
It ended with the greatest noise po.-.-i- 
l«Je in Ihe square. everyl«odv carryisi-' 
hi* head high over the \ictory or ha\- 
isiiioui played «»ld Penn.

By an arrangement between 
the capitol commissioners and 
the 


commissioners of public grounds and 
buildings the former have been en- 
abled to keep within their appropria- 
tion because the latter, who had an 
.mliniited appropriation, expanded the 
word "furniture" to cover net only the 
fcronze chandeliers and the cut glass 
shades, which are innumerable and 
ihe least of which cost §300, but the 
mahogany window casings, the carved 
mahogany mantels anl the parquetry 
Boers. 


These are not furniture; they are a 


part of the biulding, and paying for 
them as furniture is not only a piece 
cf jugglery, but it is a violation of the 
follovring proviso attached to the ap- 
propriations of 1903 and 1905 for the 
purchase of furniture:
